Claims 1-23 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Li. Li teaches the second housing(235), 
elongated impact sensor element( 100), connectors( 194, 195) electronics(500), compressible material( 1 10, 1 1 l)(see: column 3 
lines 1 et seq; column 4 lines 1 et seq). Since Li does teach of a casing(235) which houses the sensor element and forms a 
channel, it would not have constituted an inventive step to include a first housing member which closeably interacts with 
the lower main casing(2S5, since the elements of the detector of Li are encased.
